New Rector Appointed 
for Narberth Church 



Rev. Joseph J. Hannigan Suc- 
ceeds Late Father Hayes at 
St. Margaret's 

WAS AT ASSUMPTION 



The Rev. Joseph J. Hannigan has 
been appointed rector of St. Mar- 
garet's Church, Narberth, succeeding 
the Rev. Robert F. Hayes, who died 
May 2. 

Father Hannigan, irremovable rec- 
tor of the Church of the Assumption, 
B.V.M., Philadelphia, took up his res- 
idence in Narberth on Wednesday and 
will have charge of the services at 
St. Margaret's this Sunday. 

Born in Pottstown, Father Hanni- 
gan obtained his elementary education 
in the public schools. He continued 
his studies at Villanova College and 
the Seminary of St. Charles Borre- 
meo, Overbrook. He was ordained by 
Archbishop Ryan on January 6, 1892. 

His first appointment was as as- 
sistant rector of the Church of St. 
Canicus, Mahanoy City, where he was 
appointed shortly after ordination. He 
was stationed from April, 1893, until 
September, 1894, at the Church of St. 
Mary, Phoenixville. He was appoint- 
ed assistant rector of the Church of 
Our Mother of Sorrows in Septem- 
ber, 1894, and remained there until 
April, 1900, when he was transferred 
to the Church of St. Anne, Philadel- 
phia, as assistant rector. 

Father Hannigan was named rec- 
tor of the Church of the Holy Spirit, 
Sharon Hill, in June, 1906. He re- 
mained there unltil May 19, 1910, 
when he became rector of the Church 
of the Holy Family, New Philadel- 
phia. 

On February 12, 1916, Father Han- 
nigan was appointed irremovable rec- 
tor of the Church of the Assumption, 
B.V.M.

However, Davis also had a 
trick or two up his sleeve and select- 
ed 7-year-old Pat Clancy, loose-joint- 
ed righthander from Philly, to take 
the mound, and the brand of ball the 
youngster flashed speaks well for fu- 
ture turns on the rubber. 

Clancy was nicked for only three 
hits in the usual nine innings and 
nary a man managed to get as far 
as the hot corner. On several occa- 
sions he met trouble with the first 
man and was guilty of allowing four 
passes, but was there in a pinch, 
causing the enemy to either ground 
where he received backing up that 
would please any pitcher.

Good Acting Characterizes Final Production

The Narberth Players concluded 
their first season last week by pre- 
senting in the school auditorium on 
Wednesday and Thursday evenings 
"The Shelf," which their program 
classified as "a comedy, more or less 
polite, in three acts." The program 
did not mention the name of the au- 
thor, but actually that was no matter 
of importance. The attendance was 
good each evening and the audiences 
gave many indications of feelings of 
personal friendliness for the actors. 

The play was directed by Mrs. 
Faith F. Farmer and she had handled 
its situations well, and in selecting 
the cast from the available material 
in the Players' group, she had shown 
good judgment. This play, like its 
predecessors, revealed that those peo- 
ple who, only a year ago, acted on the 
belief that a capable group of amateur 
players could be organized in Nar- 
berth with a resulting benefit of sat- 



isfaction both to themselves and the 
community, were entirely justified in 
proceeding as they did. There were 
people in the audiences last week who 
were attracted to that play solely be- 
cause of the quality of the past per T 
formances of the Narberth Players. 
That in itself is an indication of 
progress and of success. 

The play itself was not a matter 
of any particular moment. It was 
concerned with the lives and schemes 
of a peculiarly unattractive group of 
people, but the interpretation of those 
parts by local people does merit com- 
ment.

Opponents of Merger Show Gain 
During Second Week of Straw Vote 



Heavy ballot casting and a slight 
increase in the majority of total votes 
cast in favor of the "anti-mergerites" 
marked the second week of the straw 
vote being conducted by "Our Town" 
on the proposed merger of the Bor- 
ough with Lower Merion Township. 

Nearly twice as many ballots were 
cast during the second week of the 
poll with a slight gain noted for 
those opposed to the step. The vote 
now stands nearly three and one-half 
to one against the merger. 

The poll will be continued for at 
least two weeks more in order to give 
everyone an opportunity to voice his 
or her sentiments. Another coupon 
is printed elsewhere in this issue. 

Votes may be cast by all resident 
taxpayers, whether they are property 
owners or not, as it is this qualifica- 
tion which the Court recognizes on 
the petition, if it is presented. 

Coupons may be signed by more 
than one person, providing, of course, 
that they fall within this classifica- 
tion. 

The aim of this poll is to determine 
the wishes of the majority of the resi- 



dents of the Borough on this ques- 
tion, which affects every citizen of 
Narberth. According to the Citizens' 
Committee, which is advocating the 
merger as the only way of solving the 
school problem of increasing expenses 
and stationary revenue, there would 
be a saving to Narberth taxpayers of 
$50,000. 

Opponents of the merger have point- 
ed to the compact, responsive Borough 
form of government which merger 
advocates admit functions very eco- 
nomically. The sentiment which has 
developed about the "Borough" during 
the 38 years of its existence carries 
great weight with the older residents, 
who feel that "selling out" to the 
Township, even for a saving in taxes, 
would not be worth while.

Smooth Stroking Australian 

Extends Vines and Shields 

in Cup Matches 

The galleries attending the Davis 
Cup matches with Australia at the 
Philadelphia Country Club last week- 
end are in debt to a curly-haired and 
quiet mannered young man name'd 
Jack Crawford, the No. one player 
on the Australian team. 

For it was he who gave one of the 
finest exhibitions of stroke making 
seen on tennis courts in this section 
in a long time, and it was he who ex- 
tended Vines and Shields to the lim- 
it, putting thrills and action galore 
into tne matches in which he opposed 
them. 

Everyone marveled at Crawford's 
pecular shaped racquet, square on the 
end and with the convex throat, said 
to be designed after that used by 
Norman Brookes, old-time Australian 
master. But the deftly executed 
strokes, forehand or backhand, which 
flowed from that racquet and made 
with such seeming ease, brought forth 
the admiration of every tennis enthus- 
iast and often left his opponent flat- 
footed. 

From the spectators' standpoint 
some of the best tennis of the matches 
was in evidence on Monday in the 
Shields-Crawford match. The tall 
New Yorker started as though he 
would make short work of it, but he 
became overcautious in the middle of 
the match, being content for the most 
part to keep the ball in play. This 
style was just to Crawford's liking 
and he did some briliant stroking to 
capture the two sets. The fifth found 
Shields once more hitting out with the 
power which won him the first two 
sets. His service in the last frame 
was particularly severe, gaining him 
three outright aces and forcing 
Crawford into numerous errors. 

Vines, in his two matches, revealed 
both superb and mediocre tennis. One 
minute he would crash over an un- 
touchable forehand drive and the next 
net an easy volley. It was the con- 
census of opinion that he has not 
reached the form he exhibited last 
summer. In his match with Hopman 
on Monday, he was especially care- 
less and slipshod, erring so frequent- 
ly that the gallery had all but de- 
serted the stand by the time the match 
was concluded. 

The doubles match on Saturday 
ran true to form, though the Austra- 
lians provided more excitment than 
was anticipated by taking the third 
set. The overhead smashing of Alli- 
son was the outstanding feature of 
the match. 

Norman Bramall, of the Cynwyd 
Club, officiated in the umpire chair 
for the Shields-Crawford match. 
Among the linesmen and other offi- 
cials were other Cynwyd representa- 
tives, Dr. H. H. Lott, Hunter Lott, 
Frank Zook, Dr. J. F. Strawinski, 
Jack Turner, Charles N. Beard, Dr.

Payments Will Change 

In no country in the world have 
so many people been accustomed 
to carry checking accounts at the 
banks and to use personal checks 
for paying so many household bills. 
The convenience and security of 
bank checks, combined with a 2- 
cent letter rate, which actually 
ought to have been only 1 cent in 
prosperous times, are the reasons 
why Americans readily fell into 
that method of personal as well as 
business disbursements. 

Now it seems a foregone conclu- 
sion that everyone will soon be 
obliged to put a 2-cent stamp on 
every check he writes and in addi- 
tion pay 3 cents' postage if he 
wishes to transmit it by mail — a 
total expense of 5 cents just for 
a small matter of convenience. 

We venture to predict that a 
very large number of people are 
going to prefer to go around and 
pay their bills in easli and save 5 
cents every time they do so, with 
the result that the post offices will 
be deprived of many 2-cent stamp 
sales which they formerly made, 
aud local storekeepers will be 
asked to accept cash and receipt 
bills. 

The public utilities, such as the 
gas aud electric companies, the tel- 
ephone companies, the water com- 
panies and all others who supply 
a constant commodity or service to 
practically every home, will find 
themselves faced by the demand to 
designate banks or other agents 
who are qualified to receive pay- 
ments for them and to issue valid 
receipts therefor in all communi- 
ties where they do not now main- 
tain offices that are of convenient 
access. 

The "public relations" advisers 
of those utilities should take cogni- 
zance of that foreseeable situation 
uow and win popular favor for 
their employers by recommending 
that such depositories be promptly 
announced immediately after it is 
apparent that the new Federal 
taxes are going into effect, rather 
than to wait for Die public to be- 
labor them into doing it with seem- 
ing reluctance.

A lecture on Christian Science, en- 
titled "Christian Science: The Uni- 
ty of Lav and the Gospel," was de- 
livered by Ralph B. Scholfield, C.S., 
of London, England, member of the 
Board of Lectureship of the Mother 
Church, The First Church of Christ, 
Scientist, in Boston, Mass., recently 
in the Narberth Theatre. 

Given under the auspices of First 
Church of Christ, Scientist, Ardmore, 
the speaker was introduced by Miss 
Gertrude L. Gibson. 

A resume of Mr. Scholfield's lec- 
ture follows: 

As we review the condition of hu- 
man affairs today throughout the 
world, we cannot help being struck by 
the universal sense of unrest and tu- 
mult. In such conditions mortals are 
apt to be borne on by the current of 
human emotion without consideration 
of that divine law, whereby alone, or- 
der, discipline, and control can be 
maintained. That law, which we will 
call the law of Mind, intelligence, or 
God, is fully dealt with in the teach- 
ings of Christian Science. 

Christian Science teaches that the 
great Lawgiver cannot be inert mat- 
ter or material force, but must be 
primal, eternal, and self-existent in- 
telligence, Mind, or God. Wherever 
law is being manifested, whether in 
the command "Let there be light," or 
in the control of the oceans, or in the 
exemplification of life and goodness 
in human experience, it is always the 
same cause, namely, Mind, or God, 
that is operating. All creation is held 
in this law, and it is a law of love, 
and not of hatred or indifference. 
Hence the all-important fact that the 
great Lawgiver, God, must be Love 
as well as Mind. J 

In the Gospel of Matthew it is re- 
corded that Jesus was asked by a law- 
yer, "Which is the great command- 
ment in the law?" Jesus' reply was: 
"Thou shalt love the Lord thy God 
with all thy heart, and with all thy 
soul, and with all thy mind. This is 
the first and great commandment. 
And the second is like unto it, Thou 
shalt love thy neighbour as thyself. 
On these two commandments hang all 
the law and the prophets." And 
Christian Science teaches that healing 
of disease follows naturally the ful- 
fillment of God's law. v 

The idea of God as infinite Mind 
and Love, and not as a mysterious 
and vindictive power, opens up to us 
the possibility of understanding and 
loving God. 

What are wrongly termed laws of 
nature may appear to enter our lives 
in the shape of deformity, disease, 
1 and decay, but the hour has struck 
when mankind, through Christian Sci- 
ence, is questioning the legality of 
those laws. 

The Christian Science practitioner 
cannot heal without law and Love. 
And that Love is daily and hourly 
helping him to see his own true self 
and the true self of his neighbor. 

Christian Scientists recognize that 
besides Christ Jesus no one has lift- 
ed the burdens of sickness and evil 
from humanity as has our revered 
Leader, Mary Baker Eddy. Her love 
of good urged her on, and her desire 
to heal the lame, the deaf, the dumb, 
the blind, the sick, and the sinner, 
brought her to the point where she 
saw these conditions as unlawful 
bondage, such as was experienced by 
the prodigal. She pressed on until 
she saw that a higher law, the law 
of one great Lawgiver, Mind and 
Love, must end human bondage. 

In thinking of the law and the gos- 
pel, let us not regard the law merely 
as the Ten Commandments and the 
gospel as a feeble effort to manifest 
some human affection. Let us rather 
understand God as "I AM," as the one 
great lawmaker, Love, whose law ren- 
ders life good and love eternally real, 
while evil, disease, disorder, and 
death are rendered wholly unlawful, 
unreal, and powerless.

Good Acting Characterizes 

Final Players' Production 

(Continued from Page One) 
difficult for anyone to have played it 
convincingly, without somewhat de- 
parting from the obvious and stress- 
ing either the unblushing adventuress 
or the misunderstood woman of good 
principles. The author had ham- 
strung the part, and even Mrs. Mc- 
Connell was not able to make it very 
convincing. 

Mrs. Martha Simpson played the 
part of Mrs. Chetswold, the minis- 
ter's mean-minded wife, with an au- 
thority which indicated that she is a 
valuable playing member of the local 
organization. She employed facial 
expression and bodily attitudes con- 
sistent with the part with a skill 
that was pronounced and without 
any of the woodenness of face and 
poise which frequently afflicts ama- 
teur actors whose entire energies are 
often concentrated on speaking the 
lines correctly. One could have im- 
agined that the part of Mrs. Chets- 
wold could have been as well portray- 
ed without quite so much vocal force, 
but even in that, Mrs. Simpson's in- 
terpretation could have been correct, 
and she should be given credit for 
accurately envizaging a role which 
certainly must be entirely foreign to 
her natural make and temper. 

Next in order of significance comes 
William H. Muller as Senator Risdale, 
a hard-boiled politician and grafter, 
without one redeeming trait. Mr. 
Muller's abilities as an amateur actor 
have pretty firmly established them- 
selves previously, and in this latest 
part he added somewhat- to his previ- 
ous reputation and revealed that he 
brings to all his interpretations a 
quality of reserve and strength which 
is appealing. 

As Stanley Risdale and Caroline 
Wendham, J. Lewis Baker and Miss 
Dorothy Speck had the juvenile parts, 
which were the only attractive ones 
in the entire cast. Both of them did 
very well. Mr. Baker frequently re- 
vealed just the right touch of youth- 
ful naivete and emotional awkward- 
ness. Miss Speck's part was really a 
difficult one. There was in it prac- 
tically no gaiety and no opportunity 
for youthful charm. It was necessary 
for her to win the sympathy of the 
audience without overplaying the 
part. She accomplished that well and 
when her tears were called for, they 
seemed very real indeed. 

Granger D. Schrader, as Rev. Dr. 
Chetswold, made his second appear- 
ance before a local audience, and re- 
vealed again that in him the Narberth 
Players are developing an actor of 
much promise. When he first came 
on the stage as the sanctimonious 
Chetswold there were people in the 
audience who thought, "There comes 
Gale," recalling his name in a previ- 
ous part, but to those people Mr. 
Schrader revealed not only a new 
manner and method for his new part, 
but actually an entirely different 
voice. 

The part of John Wendham, a none 
too honest, a weak and vacillating 
man, was played by W. Russell Green, 
who always gives conscientious at- 
tention to any part that is assigned 
to him, but who is himself too honest 
and forthright in manner and ap- 
pearance to handle convincingly a 
part like Wendham. This is written 
to Mr. Green's credit. Mrs. Blanche 
Hongler had the part of Emma Smith, 
the reasonably decent, hired-girl type, 
maid of all work, who at least work- 
ed for a living, but volubly and with 
a petty mind. Mrs. Hongler played 
the part very well. The minor part 
of Baldwin Custard was capably 
played by James F. Sherron, Jr. The 
part was not much, but he got out of 
it as much or more than the author 
had put into it in the first place. 

The play itself was a poor selec- 
tion, not worth the time and effort 
which the local actors put into it. 
This is not written because some of 
the lines were broad and required oc- 
casional profanity, but because such 
a play defeats what should be the 
underlying purpose of any amateur 
group of actors. That purpose should 
be a desire to produce the best plays 
of the best writers in order to derive 
the personal benefit of doing a good 
thing well and, incidentally, to supply 
to friendly audiences a glimpse of 
high grade drama which might sel- 
dom be available on the professional 
stage, or if it had already appeared 
there, was of a quality that would 
bear repetition. Any other proced- 
ure on the part of amateurs leaves 
them open to the suspicion that they 
may be actuated by a strong personal 
desire to appear before the footlights 
with as little serious mental strain 
as possible. It should become an es- 
tablished fact here in Narberth that, 
regardless of all handicaps, the Nar- 
berth Players will never invite their 
friends to attend anything but a good 
play.

What would the proprietor do? It 
seems to The Vagrant that he might 
decide that he had made a mistake in 
devoting any of his fair domain to 
the ants and exterminate them or, 
having available at the moment no 
better use for that place, consider that 



some idea about taxable properties 
within the Borough. We have 1264 
properties and 77 vacant lots. Most 
of these lots are adjoining properties, 
but are assessed separately. The as- 
sessed valuation on properties and 
lots for the year 1932 is $4,687,970. 

There are many large lots in the 
Borough which are suitable for apart- 
ment houses similar to Narberth Hall. 
This property is assessed at $75,000. 
The apartment houses in the Town- 
ship carry 
taxes. 

One-fifth of the taxes in the Bor- 
ough are paid by the holders of sixty 
nine properties. 

Over one half, or 634 properties, 
in the Borough are assessed $1100 up 
to $3000. The lots range in assess- 
ment from $100 up to $7500. 

I would like to correct an error in 
the statements, which refers to the 
building of Borough streets. The 
Borough has never built but one street 
out of current revenue. That was- a 
portion of Dudley avenue, north from 
Windsor avenue. 

Bonds have always been issued for 
sewer and highway work. See sched- 
ule of bonds issued, dates issued and 
purpose of issue, as listed in the au- 
ditors' report. 

The Playground Bonds of $30,000, 
and the last Street Improvement 
bonds of $75,000, both approved by the 
voters, caused the advance in taxes. 
We have the playground and all of 
our streets are now improved, requir- 
ing maintainance only. 

The Tax Collector would like to 
clear up a wrong impression as to 
commission received for the collection 
of taxes. By referring to the audi- 
tors' report, you will note the amounts 
paid by the School Board and Bor- 
ough Council for cellection of taxes in 
1930 (this year being completed and 
audited). 

School Board Paid Com- 
mission of $1,632.44 

Borough Council Paid 
Commission of 1,773.30

After deducting expenses of the Tax 
Collector, cost of bond, printing, post- 
age, deputy collectors' fees, etc., the 
net amount he receives is approxi- 
mately $2000. This sum is justifiable, 
considering the responsibility of the 
position and the time required to 
properly fulfill the duties. 

The penalties collected $1644.45 on 
delinquent taxes in the Borough, 
amount to almost the commission paid 
the Tax Collector. 

After deducting the exonerations 
each year, covering removal, deaths 
and duplications, I would estimate the 
actual number of voters in the Bor- 
ough at less than 2500. 

TOWNSHIP TAXES 

The commission for collecting 
Township Taxes is set by Act of As- 
sembly and reads, "For collecting 
Township Taxes the collector shall re- 
ceive 2 per cent, on taxes collected 
prior to June 1st, and 5 per cent, on 
all taxes collected between June 1st 
and October st. After October 1st 
the collector shall receive the penal- 
ties imposed by law as compensation

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Novels Comprise Third 

Library Reading List 

"Novels You Meant to Read" is tho 
third in the scries of twelve book 
lists which have been prepared by the 
Library for the benefit of those pa- 
trons who may desire to systematize 
their reading. This list is self-ex- 
planatory in its title, and recommends 
itself for the longer and more leisure- 
ly summer days as a comprehensive 
view of the development of the novel. 

1. "Don Quixote," by Cervantes 
(1605). An old masterpiece from 

Spain that still inspires art in many 
forms, paintings, sculpture, tapes- 
tries and music. 

2. "Return of the Native," by Har- 
dy (1878). Not his most popular 
novel, but considered to be the one in 
which he most nearly approaches ar- 
tistic perfection. 

3. "Arrowsmith," by Sinclair Lew- 
is (1923). A sincere and revealing 
picture of a man absorbed in science. 

4. "Henry Esmond," by Thacke- 
ray (1852). This and "Vanity Fair" 
have a tremendous sweep and power 
and not to have read them with ma- 
ture minds is to have missed much 
pleasure and satisfaction. 

5. "Pickwick Papers," by Dickens 
(183G). Dickens' first novel and the 
one in which he immortalized that su- 
preme character, Sam Weller. 

G. "Tom Jones," by Fielding 
(1749). This has become a working 
model for novels of manners, and to 
read it is to live for a few hours in 
the midst of a delightful expression 
of English life of the period. 

7. "Ethan Frome," by Edith Whar- 
ton (1911). A short story depicting 
farm life in its tragic aspects. Con- 
sidered her best work. 

8. "Penguin Island," by Anatole 
France (1909). Men in the guise of 
Penguins. Its brilliant wit makes it 
one of the great satires of all time. 

9. "Tono Bunguay," by 11. G. Wells 
(1909). In which the author, to use 
his own words, "gives a view of the 
whole strange advertising civilization 
of which London is the center." 

10. "Victory," by Conrad (1915). 
One of the best and most exciting 
tales by this master of English prose. 

11. "Of Human Bondage," by W. 
Somerset Maugham. An intensely 
human story of a youth's develop- 
ment. 

12. "Anna Karenina," by Tolstoi. 



Deservedly included in all lists of 
great novels. 

13. "Sentimental Journey," by 
Laurence Sterne (1768). The 
"naughtiness" of this eighteenth cen- 
tury masterpiece of wit is quite mod- 
ern. 

•1-1. "The Way of All Flesh," by 
Samuel Butler (1903) . Thought quite 
iconoclastic when first published, but 
still full of vitality. 

15. "Crime and Punishment," by 
Dostoievski. This set a standard for 
the modern psychological novel which 
is rarely reached. 

16. "Rough Justice," by C. E. Mon- 
tague (1927). Thoroughly enjoyable 
and brilliantly written story of Eng- 
lish youth during the war. 

17. "Green Mansions," by W. G. 
Hudson. If you have not read this 
book one of the biggest treats in Eng- 
lish literature is awaiting you. 

18. "South Wind," by Norman 
Douglas. His masterpiece. A liter- 
ary ancestor of such books as "The 
Bridge of San Luis Rey." 

19. "My Antonia." by Willa Cath- 
it (1918). Those who liked "Shad- 
ows on the Rock" and "Death Comes 
For the Archbishop," will enjoy this 
c arlier novel, which helped to estab- 
lish her reputation.
